I would like to pass along some information 
to the membership regarding a subject that has come 
up at the last few meetings. As a director I have 
attended all of the executive meetings so far this 
year and it seems to me that the general membership 
is asked to vote on motions with only minimal 
information. 


The subject is the donated trailer. In the will 
of Bob Hansen's Mother a trailer was left in care of 
Bob to be used for service to the community. Bob 
realized that a trailer such as this would be perfect 
for the LARC needs. After being involved as a 
volunteer at a community event last year I could see 
what Bob had in mind. The corner that we were 
given was tight and we were sometimes interfering 
with the operation of the event. It would have been 
more efficient if we had our own command center. 


In the last few months Bob and Mark have 
made some effort to bring the unit to acceptable 
condition. Some general maintenance, painting and 
repairs have been done at minimal cost. Questions 
about Insurance, funding and operation of the trailer 
have been researched. But at the last few meetings 
considerable resistance has been given to this 
project. I can see that as a club with finite resources 
we should be cautious of our spending but so far the 
cost has been minimal and manageable. A plan 
recently has been put in place for this project. All 
that is required now is acceptance. 


When I first heard about this project I too 
had questions about the value of this acquisition. I 
now feel that a portable command post would be a 
very important tool to us if we had it available. 
ARES, The EMO and other groups involved with 
emergency services would benefit and want us to be 
prepared and ready for emergencies. This could be 
an important tool for us if it ever should be required. 
Also for non-emergency use like field day, contests, 
Fair exhibits and events for the promotion of 
Amateur Radio, ARES and Canwarn a well-

equipped trailer would be an asset to us. 


The executive has prepared for the next 
meeting in order to have the Emergency Services 
Command Post Project, as it has now come to be 
known, accepted by the club. I hope that there is a 
good turnout at the January meeting and that all will 
familiarise themselves with the issues facing the 
future of our club.
